1,300 


No Clue 
Entombed 


YEARS 


to Chief 
in Cabin

N a bracken-covéred hillock overlooking the River |. 


Deben, archacologists are éxcavating the first un- 
disturbed burial ship to be found in Europe—a discovery 
which may prove as important as the finding of Tutantk- 


hamen’s tomb in Egypt. 


The ship grave is believed to. be that. of an Anglo- 
‘Saxon warrior king or chieftain, who lived. about A.D. 
€00, whose remains were cremated and buried in the cabin 
of his 82ft. long rowing derry surrounded by his worldly 
treasures ready for the journey to a future life., 


Gold and asllver ornaments, 
plaques, jewellery and weapons 
in a fine state of preservation 
have been found. 

They have been taken to the 
British Museum. An inquest 
will be held by the coroner on 
the treusures, und if declared 
“treasure trove’ they will be- 
come the property of the 
Crown. 


SECRET EXCAVATIONS: 


One theory, supported by die 
nature of the ornaments found, is 
that the dead chieftain was the dey- 
cendant of y7Frankish tribe’ which, 
somewhere ghout the time of Hengist 
und Horsa, Grdwed from the middle 
Rhine to Suffolk and set up a colony 
—which probably became the town 
of Woodbridge. 

The finds have been made on the 
estate of Mrs. E. M. Pretty, and In 
the mreatest secrecy cxcavation work, 
started by Mr. Guy Maynard, cura- 
‘tor of the Ipswich Museum, has been 
going on since Inst year, 

There were 12 tumuli, or mounds, 
on Mrs. Pretly's estate. The first 
three opened had been previously 
disturbed and yielded comparatively 
unimportant Anjlo-Saxon relies. 
But Jn a trench below the fourth and 
largest of the tumuli wos found the 
shape of a ship 62ft, long and 16ft. 
wide, firmly impressed Into the sandy

Of all his feats, perhaps 
the most dramatic now was 
that which won him the M.M., 
for it was awarded to him for 
bravery in the face—of 
Hitler. 

Tandy attended. a Green 
Howards reunion recently, but 
he would not talk about: it. 
This is the story he would not 
tell: 

Hitler, then Corporal Hitler, 
was in charge of a machine- 
gun section at Havrincourt on 
September 12, 1918, when 
Tandy “exhibited great hero- 
ism and devotion to duty,’ in 
rescuing wounded, after which 
he turned and routed the 
enemy. 

Tandy is the central figure 
in Matania‘’s painting ‘The 
Menin Gate," which shows 
him bringing in a man shot by 
a German machine-gun. 

One copy of that picture is 
in his home in Cope Street, 
Coventry. Another hangs at 
Berchtesgaden.

Dean Explains Work Of 
Emergency Council 


Some aspects of the work being 
done by the Hongkong Emergency 
Refuyree Council were outlined 
briefly by Dean J. L. Wilson at yes-! 
terday's meeting of the Hongkong 
Y's Men's Club at the St. Francis 
a} Hotel. 

Dean WHlson said the Council bad 
been instrumental In collecting 
$100,000 for helping refugees 
China, Hongkong and the New Ter- 
rilories. They had put up camps— 
Governmant was responsible for the 
actual housing, had erected camps in 
urban and rural areas and w w 
responsible for Uhe fecding—but the 
Emergency Refugee Council's duty 
was to atlend to such Important | 
matters as instruction and education 
of the children and social services, 
‘The work being done in this direc 
tlon was, Dean Wilson said, of the 
‘very finest type. 

The work, however, had grown 50 
big that it was decided to divide it 
into two branches; one of which was 
left in charge of the Chinese Red 

and the Refugee Council tack- 


Thelr ain, was not only to help 
refurees; they wished to extend the 
scope of their activities to all dea 
titute and needy people in the 
Colony. ‘There was, Dean Wilson 
sald, great public opinion that the 
sores in the Colony's social body 
ought to be healed, and if the Gov- 
ernment was going to) be made to 
heal them, the only way to begin 
was for private and charitable enter- 
prise to take the work in hand In 
the Arst instance. =n : 


Four Committees 


The work was now divided among 
four committees, sald Dean Wilson. 
The first committee was in charge of 
the food kitchens of which there 
wer five and at which between 
four and five thousand people were 
beiny: fed every day. Another was in 
charge of education and there was 
fhe industrial committee. The in- 
dustriul committee fostered and 
encouraed small industries and 
they were now making such things 
as brooms and tooth brushes, Gov- 
ernment, he said, might take over the 
industries or they. might not. The 
whole question had been thrown fhto 
the melting pot this weels.- However, 
the aim was to get the work of 


that committee incerporated in the 
Industrial co-operative movement.

Here they needed assistance 
from people who were willing to

With a sense ‘of the deep gravity 
of the occasion, the House of Com- 
mons reenssembled this ernoon to 
heave the Prime Minister's statement 
on the erittcul international situation 
and later to pass legislation for the 
Defenge of the Realm, 

The tremendous efforts of Mr, 
Chamberlain to preserve peace were 
recognised by the House in warmly 
cheering hla on entering the Cham- 
ber. 

The Prime Minister, at the outset, 
announced that the 1D pan. adjourn. 
ment rule would be suspended to ene 
able legislation to pass through the 
Houses of Commons und Lords to- 
day, 

He proceeded to say that when the 
Mouse adjourned, few could have 
anttelpated that it would be for long. 
The Government had been compelled 
to ask Parltument to meet to take 
such new drastic steps as the situae 
tlon required. 

The international position, he said, 

steadily deteriorating: since July 
q until to-day “we find ourselves 
confronted with the imminent: peril 
of war.” 

Recalling the discussions between 
Danzig. and Poland and. the position 
of the Polish customs officials, Mr. 
Chainderlain id, (This is not a 
matter of major Importance. ‘The 
discussions were actunlly in progress 
when the German Press opened a 
violent campadin aginst Poland and 
declared that Danzig could not: be 
subject: lo any conference or come 
promise, but must come back to the 
Relch immediately and uncondi- 
tlonally, They went) further when 
they Hnked up with Danzig the ques- 
tion of the Corridor and alleged fle 
teatment of Germans living In Po 
ahd.

Although there had been rumours 
ofan impending change In Germano~ 
Soviet relations “no Inkling of that 
change had been conveyed to us or 
the French Government by , the 
Soviet.” 

“This bombshell was flung down 
when discussions between the British, 
French and Russians were proceed. 
ing and had proceeded on ao basis of 
mutual trust, 

“To say the very least it was 
highly disturbing to Jearn that these 
anversations were proceeding on 
that basis and that the Sovict was 
secretly negotiating a pact with 
Germany for the purposc—on, the 
face of it—inconsistent with the 
objects of thelr forclgn pollcy as we 
understood it." “(General cheers). 

The announcement of the con- 
clusion of the Pact .was hailed in 
Berlin with extreme jublintion os a 
erent diplomatic victory, which had

Message To Hitler 


Referring to the message which 
Sir Nevile Henderson handed Herr 
Hitler yesterday, Mr, Chamberlain 
sald, “I made it as plain as has 
been done In the communique issued 
earlier that if cause should arise the 
British Government is resolved and 
prepared: to employ without delay 
all the force at their command.” 
(Cheers). Sir Nevile Henderson furs 
ther conveyed a message that there 
was nothing, In the British view, in 
the Germin-Polish qu fons which 
could not und should not be resolved 
without the use of force if only the 
situation and confidence could be 
restored. 


Mr. Chamberlain further expressed 
the view to Hitler that if there should 

a truce to all incitement, sultable 
conditions might be cstablished for 
direct negotlations between Germuny 
and Poland, 


Merr Hitler's reply ineluded what 
amounted to a restatement of the 
German thesis that Nastern Europe 
wus 9 sphere wherein Germany 
should have a free hand, and that 
if we, or any country having a less 
direct Interest, chose to interfere, 
the blame for the ensuing conflict 
would be ours. 

This thesis, asserted Mr, Chamber- 
lain, entirely misapprehends the Bri- 
tish position, 

“We do not seek or claim any 
special position in Enstern Europe, 
nor are we asking for a sacrifice of 
natlonal interest, but we cannot 
ugree that notional Interests can only 
be secured by the shedding of blood 
or destruction of other states.” 


Hitler in his” reply, said the 
Premier, had ogain referred to the 
situation in Danzig and the Corridor 
and an cartier offer for negotiating a 
settlement. 

“L have repeatedly refused the 
allegation that it was our gunran- 
tee to Poland that had decided

“Our guarantee was only given 
after that refusal. In view of the 
delicacy of the situation I must re- 
fraln from further comment on the 
communications just passed between 
the two Governments, 

"The catastrophe has not yet come 
upon us and we must still hope that 
reason and sanity may find a way 
to re-assert themselves. 

!Naturally our minds are turned 
to the Dominions and [ appreclate 
very warmly the pronouncements 
mude by Ministers in other parts of 
the Commonwealth.

BURIAL SHIP KEEPS SECRET OF 


No Clue

N a bracken-covered hillock overlooking the River 
Deben, archacologists are excavating the first un- 
disturbed burial ship to be found in Europe—a discovery 
which may prove as important as the finding of Tutank- 


hamen’s tomb in Egypt. 


The ship grave is believed to be that of an Anglo- 
Saxon warrior king or chieftain, who lived about A.D. 
C00, whose remains were cremated and buried in the cabin 
of his 82ft. long rowing derry surrounded by his worldly 
treasures ready for the journey to a future life. 


* Gold and. silver ornaments, 
plaques, jewellery and weapons 
in a fine state of preservation 
have been found. ; 

They have been taken to the 
British Museum. An Jnquest 
will be ‘held by the coroner on 
the treasures, and if declared 
“treasure trove’ they will be- 
come the property of — the 
Crown.

Receiving Jopanese newspapermen 
to-day, General Yamada sald that 
the uneasy situation in) Shanghal 
presented no striking: contrast to the 
quiet atmosphere prevailings in Nane- 
Jeings. . 


Japanese military are compelled to 
hold) grave concern over the Settle- 
ment issue in that it) hinders in 
various respects the tactical operas 
tions of the Jopanese Army and the 
attainment af the objective of the 
“sacred campaign. 


The Japanese commander warned 
that ft would be useless for the 
Settlement authorities to tnsist on 
legal technlealities on the basis of 
antiquated documents and — refuse 
to comply with equitable Japanese 
claima, The situation would change 
when peace Is realised.

Mr. Chamberlain, after a further 
tribute fo the Pollsh attitude, said 
that on the other - hand = military 
preparations. had been made 
in Germany on such a scale that 
Germany is now in a state of come 
plete readiness for war. 

"At the beginning of the week we 
hod word that German troops were 
beginning to move towards the 
Pohsh frontier,” 

Coming to the Germano-Sovict 
Pact, the Premier declared that the 
announcement came.to the Govern- 
ment as 0 surprise—n surprise of a 
very unpleasant character, , 

Although there had been rumours 
ofan impending change in Germano 
Soviet relations “no inkling of that 
change had been conveyed to us or 

French Government by the 
viet. 

This bombshell was flung down 
when discussions between the Gritlsh, 
French and Russians were proceed- 
ing and had procecded on a busis of 
mutual trust, 

“To say the very Icast It was 
highly disturbing to learn that these 

unversations were proceeding on 
that basis and that the Soviet was 
secretly negotlating a pact with 
Germany for the purpose—on the 
face of it—Inconsistent with the 
ubjects of their forelgn policy as we 
understood , it.” (General cheers). 

The announcement of the con- 
clusion of the Pact was hailed in 
Berlin with extreme jubilation as a 
grtat diplomatic victory, which had 
moved the Danzig war, since “we 
and France would no longer be like- 
ly to fulfff our obligations to Poland. 

"We felt it our first duty to re- 
move any such dangerous illusions,” 
declared the Premier to the sound of 
loud cheers. 


No Going Back 


He recalled that the guarantee to 
Poland was given before any agree- 
ment with Russin’ was talked of. 

“How can we with honour go back 
upon obligations: which we so often 
Lave polntedly repented?” asked Mr, 
Chamberlain forcefully. 


“Therefore our: first act was to 
issue a statement that our obligations 


to Poland and other countries remaln-|° 


ed unaffected.” ° 


Proceeding to refer to the British 
defence measures, Mr. Chamberlain 
said that hitherto these have been of 
a precautionary and defensive char- 
acter, He repudioted emphatically 
any suggestion that these measures 
implied an act of menace. 

“Nothing we have dono or propo: 
to do menaces Germany's legitimate 
interests," he said. “It 1g. no act of 


menace to prepar o help friends

Message To Hitler 


Referring, to the message which 
Sir Nevile Henderson handed Herr 
Hitler yesterday, Mr, Chamberlain 
aud, “Ef made. it) as plain as has 
been done in the communtque issued 
earlier that jf cause should arise the 
British Government Is resolved and 
prepared to employ without delay 
all the force at their command.” 
(Cheers). Sir Nevile Henderson fur- 
ther conveyed a message that there 
was nothing, in the British view, in 
the German-Polish questions which 
could not and should not be resolved 
without the use of force if only the 
situation and confidence could be 
restored, 


Mr. Chamberlin further expressed 
the view to Hitler that if there should 
be a truce to all incitement, suitable 
conditions might be established for 
direet negotiations belween Germany 
and Poland. ‘ 


Herr Hitler's reply ineluded what 
amounted to a restatement of the 
German thesis that Nastern) Europe 
was on sphere wherein Germany 
should bave a free hand, and that 
if we, or any country haying a less 
dikect interest, chose. to interfere, 
the blame for the ensutng conslict 
would be ours. 


This thesis, ayserte'l Mr. Chamber- 
lain, entirely mlsapprehends the Bri- 
tish pusition, :

tish people have always felt bound 
to oppose altempts by one Power 
to dominate Europe at the expense 
of others. 

“After the events, therefore, in the 
earlier part of the yerr which had 
shaken all confidence, we 4 
make it clear by word and deed that 
we were prepared to assist those 
countries which felt that their in- 
dependence was immediately threa- 
tened and that we were ready to de- 
fend their freedom.” 


No Difference 


| Referring to the Russo-German 
pact, Lord Halifax said: “It can make 
no difference to the undertaking given 
by His Majesty’s Government to 
Polund to which no condition was 
nttached as to the agreement with 
Russia. His Majesty’s Government, 
therefore, Jost no time, a8 soon as 
they heard of this, in making their 
postion absolutely plain, It is not 
the British way to go back on obliga- 
tions,

nbout the future of Europe and that
